A boycott of American raw cotton for the 

next thres months was suggested at o meooting 

of cotton spinners from all European countries 
on. July 3lat.- nh ae Pee 
The occasion was jon ‘emergency meeting of 
the-exegutive’ committes: of: the—intornational 
Foiloration of Mastor Cotton Spinners and the 
Cotton Manufactures’ ‘Association, hold at the 
Hotel Mertropole,. in. London. Mr, C. W 
Macara, of Manchester, presidei. ‘ 

Roprasentutives were present from Englund, | 
Austria, Belgiam, Fracea, Italy, Germany, 
Switzorlond, Spain, and Portuzal. ‘The meet- 
‘Ing was called to discuss vemv ties for the state 
to which the trade has been xeduced by ‘the 
wild flactantions in tho price of raw cotton, 
which the spinners ond manufacturers believe 
are dua to American speculation, 

An effort was made to seoure accurate al atiatics 
as to the amonnt of cotton held Ly thé spinners. 
It was found that tho trade at Inrge had enough 
cotton on hand to meet ita engagements until 
the ond of October; whon the new crop will. 
come in. " 

Tt waa decided to issue a circular to the trade, 
of which the following are the concluding. 
paragraphs : 

“ {he commiltes strongly urges every cotton- 
spinuer in Europe and Amorica to refrain from - 
buying Amorican cotton during the next three
